Union’s New Terms Call 


for $2-an-Hour Scale 
- With Compulsory Insur- 
ance Feature. 


BASED ON EVIDENCE 
IN OUSTER ACTION 


Employers Told Men Will 
Quit Work if Proposals 
Are Not Promptly 
Agreed to. 


St. Louis electrical contractors 
employing union workmen werfe in- 
formed by officers of Electrical 
Workers’ Local No, 1 today that, 
because of the ouster of four St. 
Louis electrical organizatious by 
the State Supreme Court last week, 
a new working agreement will be- 
come effective May 1, and that em- 
ployers failing to sign the agree- 
ment may expect their men to 
cease_work the following day. 

The proposed agreement, as out- 
lined in a pamphlet accompanying 
a letter signed by union officers, 
includes features which were the 
basis for a portion of the ouster 
suit, including a $2-an-hour wage 
scale, and compulsory insurance for 
workmen, to be taken out of the 
$16-a-day wage scale. 

Article III of the proposed 
agreement states: ‘‘There shall be 
a Board of Insurance Trustees ap-’ 
pointed by the union to serve until 
their successors are appointed. Two 
trustees shall be members of the 
union, two shall be electrical con- 
tractors, and one shall bea _ disin- 
terested person. The board shall 
receive all monies paid by elec- 
trical employers and others for the 
purpose of paying insurance pre- 
miums and building up the neces- 
sary reserve. 

“The board shall have issued an 
insurance policy providing for cov- 
erage of $3000 life insurance, $30 
a month total disability and $40 a 
month pension at age of 65 on all 
members of the union. Each em- 
ployer shall deduct and withhold 


the sum of $5 cents an hour from} 


each general fore- 
and journeyman, 
and the sum of 25 cents an hour 
for each apprentice. Payment of 
all sums withheld from the wages 
of employes shall be paid by the 
employer to the Board of Insur- 
ance Trustees on the regular pay- 
day of each week.”’ 

The minimum rate wages specl- 
fied under the agreement are as 
follows: General foremen, $2.35 
an hour; foremen, $2.12%4; jour- 
neymen, $2 an hour; apprentices, 
65 cents to $1.25, depending on 
length of service up to the fourth 
year.

HIDES $660,844 OF EARNINGS 


Allowance Far Exceeds the $800,000 Fixed As 
Fair, But State Commission Has 
Taken No Action on It.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 21.— 
Analysis of the official operating 
report of the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. to the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, for 
shows the company actually earned 
$669,844 more for return than was 


operating income, beca 
company set aside a _ greater 
amount for depreciation than the 
annual allowance authorized by the 
commission. 

The company reported a net op- 
erating income of $2,173,277 for 
1930, after payment of operating 
expenses and taxes. This net in- 
come, including a net operating in- 
come of $63,447 for the company’s 
busses, is the amount available for 
return, from which the owners 
must pay fixed charges and may 
pay dividends. 

However, the company, in re- 
porting its operating expenses, set 
aside $1,460,844 for depreciation,

There is some doubt whether the 
company’s practice in making a 
greater depreciation charge in its 
report is a violation of the com- 
mission's rules, which require util- 
ities to show in their reports the 
operating figures carried on their 
books. As a result a utility report 
shows what the company carries on 
its books as its value, and allow- 
arice’ it sets up, instead of the val- 
uation and allowances fixed by the 
commission. 

The commission, in determining 
from time to time what the street 
railways is earning under its exist- 
ing fare schedule, is not bound by 
what the company may set up for 
depreciation and other items in its 
report. 

The actual money involved in

Clarence H. Howard, former 
president of the Commonwealth 
Steel Co., has resigned from the 
position of chairman of the board 
of directors of the General BSteel 
Castings Co., which took over the 
business of the Commonwealth Co. 
His resignation, it became known 
today, was submitted to*the direc- 
tors April 13, and will be officially 
annolnced in the Commonwealth- 
er, house organ of the company, 
the April issue of which is about 
to appear. 


Clarence H. Howard Jr., manag-. 


er of the foreign department ofthe 
General Steel Castings Co., and E. 
Howard Hooper, assistant to the 
elder Howard, have also resigned 
their positions. It is understood 
that they are to be associated with 
Howard in new business undertak- 
ings, the nature of which has not 
been announced. 

Howard’s letter of resignation 
was addressed to R. H. Ripley, 
president of the company. “My 
present activities,” Howard wrote, 
“are such that it is extremely dif- 
ficult for me to go to New York 
month to officiate at the 
meetings of the board. I therefore 
ask you to accept my resignation 
as chairman of the board, to take 
effect on receipt of -this letter.” 
The letter also contains expressions 
of friendship and harmony. 

Howard was not at his home, 
8900 Lackland road, when it was 
sought to inquire as to his plans. 

Sale of the Commonwealth Stee] 
Co. to.the General Steel Castings 
took place in 1929, and the Com- 
monwealth plant in Granite City 
has since been operated as a di- 
vision of the larger concern, which 
has headquarters in Philadelphia. 

Following the sale of the com- 
pany, A. F. Howe of University 
City, an inventor who claimed au- 
thorship of two important patents 
used by the Commonwealth com- 
pany, sued Howard and the Com- 
monwealth company for an ac- 
counting, and obtained a judgment 
in Federal Court at Springfield, 
Ill., the amount due him to be 
determined by a special investiga- 
tor. Howe holds that his share of 
the profits from his patents should 
be $1,000,000 or more. At the time 
of the sale, it developed later,

Wife Gives Alarm at 1 A, M. 

When Dr. Kelley failed to return 
by 1 a. m., or to get in communica- 
tion with his wife as was his custom 
when on late night calls, Mrs. Kel- 
ley became uneasy, and telephoned 
her sister, Mrs. William D. Orth- 
wein II of Isitzinger road. R. O. 
Fitzgibbon, a lawyer and associate 
of Orthwein, was summoned, and 
got in:touch with Sheriff Lill. 

Immediately a’ search was made 
of streets in and around Davis 
place, a subdivision on the north 
side of Claytom road extending 
from North and South road to 
Hanley road. No trace of the phy- 
sician was found. 

President Lon O. Hocker of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, a 
neighbor of the Kelleys, was called 
at his home at 39 Portland place. 
He instructed the St. Louis Police 
Department to join in the search. 

Dr. Kelley’s Auto Found. 

Dr. Kelley’s automobile was 
found by Deputy Constable Randell 
Meyers of St. Ferdinand township, 
who recognized it from its license 
number, 237-113, and its descrip- 
tion, which he had received from 
a police radio broadcast. Meyers 
immediately notified Sheriff Lill 
and permitted no one to touch the 
car until experts from Police Head- 
quarters had taken finger print im- 
pressions. 

The automobile, with headlights 
not burning, was standing on Hig- 
gins avenue, facing north, a few 
feet south of West Florissant ave- 
nue. Higgins avenue is three blocks 
west of Jennings road. 

Detectives who inspected the 
machine found Dr. Kelley’s instru- 
ment case, apparently untouched, 
behind the seat where he carried it. 

Behind the cushion in the driv- 
er's seat detectives found the dia- 
mond ring identified by members of 
the family as the property of Dr. 
Kelley. 

Deputies and detectives who ex- 
amined the physician's car ex- 
pressed the belief two men had 
been in the machine with Dr. Kel- 
ley. There were stains of asphalt 
and gravel in front of a seat be- 
side the driver, and in front of a 
seat just behind him. There were 
no such marks in front of the 
driver’s seat. 

There is no fresh paving in Davis 
place nor in the Kelley driveway 
that might explain the marks of 
gravel and asphalt on the floor of 
the physician’s automobile. Depu- 
ties who traveled over several pos- 
sible routes from the Davis place 
to the spot where the doctor’s car 
was found said they encountered 
no new paving that might stick to 
shoes. 

Car Not There at 1:30 A. M. 

Investigators were able to find no 
one in the neighborhood who saw 
the automobile parked where it 
was found. A deputy, however, 
stated he was positive it was not 
there when he passed at 1:30 a. m. 
Tracks left by the machine indi- 
cated it had been driven east on 
West FloriSSant avenue and turned 
south in Higgins avenue. 

The police fingerprint specialists 
were able to find only two marks 
on*the doctor's car that were clear 
enough for photographs. One of 
them on the choke handle of the 
car is thought to be that of Dr. 
Kelley. The other, on the ledge 
of the right rear window, may pos- 
sibly be that of one of the kid- 
napers. Both are being checked 
against the file in .the Identifica- 
tion Bureau at Police Headquar- 
ters. :

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ILLINOIS’ ANTI-VIVISECTION BILL. ~ 

A cause in which love of animals outweighs love 
of humanity—that, in its essence, is the platform of 
the anti-vivisectionists. These reformers are again 
asserting themselves, this time in Illinois, where a 
bill forbidding vivisection of dogs has been thrown 
out of the Legislature, though indorsed by 95,000 citi- 
tens. To experiments on animale, medical science owes 
much of its progress. Lifesaving serums, merciful 
anesthetics, effective medicines, knowledge of bac- 
teria, skill in surgery, treatment of a host of diseases 
fil these have been evolved by use of animals in 
the laboratory. Dogs have been of particular value 
in certain fields of research. For instance, an emi- 
|pent physician has said that every diabetic should 
| provide a luxurious home for a dog, in part payment 
for the benefit insulin has brought to sufferers. 

Laboratory animals receive adequate care, and suf- 
fering is held to a minimum by continual use of an- 
estbesia while experiments.are under way. No house- 
bold pets are in danger of abduction into laboratories, 
since dogs for that purpose are obtained from the 
pounds, where unclaimed animals would be put to 
death in any event. If prevention of cruelty to ani- 
mals was the object of this bill, there are already ade- 
quate statutes to accomplish that aim. The anti- 
vivisectionists’ plea is based solely on a false senti- 
mentalism which places the lives of a few stray dogs 
before the sufferings of human beings by the mil- 
lions.

WHY MEXICAN GOLD IS SMUGGLED. 
Mexican police believe they have broken up a gi- 
gantic gold-smuggling conspiracy in the arrest of 
Pedro Robles at Monterrey. Robles had on his per- 
son, ingeniously hidden, 80,000 pesos in gold coin. 
It is thought that he and a band made up of railroad 
employes, lawyers and gangsters have succeeded in 
smuggling hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
gold across the American border. 

The explanation for smuggling gold into the United 
States is that, whereas the worth of the gold peso in 
|Mexico varies from 45 to 48 cents in American mon- 
ey, it is redeemable in the United States at 50 cents. 
In addition, the smugglers’ operations tend further to 
decrease the value of the gold peso in Mexico, thus 
widening thei® margin of profit.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

EK hear much today of how the ma- 
Weerine is displacing labor. From all 

that is said and written abont it, one 
would be led to conclude that this is a 
new problem in ovr economic life, but this 
is not the case. From the invention of 
the’ first machine, at the beginning of the 
industrial revolution, machines have been 
displacing labor. 

The industrial revolution brought about 
remarkable changes. It produced the ma- 
chine and with it the factory system. It 
was not long until it Was discovered that 
the strength of men was no longer so much 
needed. Women and children with the aid 
of machines could perform many of the 
tasks which Once required the services of 
men. As @ result, men by the thousands 
were thrown out of employment. Those 
fortunate enough to secure work were re- 
quired to work 12, 14 and even 15 hours 
a day. 

It was but natural that the workmen 
should lay their dire plight to the introduc- 
tion of labor-saving machines. There de- 
veloped a widespread opposition to them 
and to ail inventions. As a result the la- 
borer resorted to dabdétage. In the early 
part of the sixteenth century a certain 
persen in Danzig had invented a weaving 
machine which made from four to six 
pieces at once. But the Mayor, “being ap- 
prehensive that this invention might throw 
a large number of workmen on the strects,” 
secretly put the inventor to death. 


But does this mean that the machine has 
been ‘a curse instead of a blessing? Would 
it have been better if the machine had 
never appeared and if men had gene on 
doing things in the same old way? Would 
it be best for all today if no more labor- 
saving devices were alldwed to be invented 
or used? Should what we already possess 
be .destroyed? “No” is undoubtedly the 
proper answer to all of these queries. The 
machine has made large-scale production 
possible, and this has tended to raise the 
standard of living of all. We must continue 
to invent and produce, for only by these 
routes can we bring the blessings of civili- 
zation and a higher standard of living. 


While it may appear that the difficulties 
are attributable to the coming of labor- 
saving machines, this is not the real trou- 


cycle, and the fact that too much of the 
income goes into productive goods 
too little goes for the purchasing of 
consumable goods. These are the basic 
causes of the unemployment problem.

we are here interested is the period of de- 
pression. It ig in this period that millions 
of men and women are periodically thrown 
out of employment. There is little uncer- 
tainty.abeut it, for the period of depression 
always « Mes. The only uncertain thing 
about it is just when it is going to come. 
This uncertainty only tends to aggravate 
the problem. Thus we have in the business 
cycle one of the greatest producers of un- 
employment. In fact, only during the pe- 
riod of depression are we much troubled 
with this vexing problem. 
. . . 


Closely related is the maladjustment 
“which seéms periodically to exist between 
production and consumption. Such malad- 
justment leads to technical overproduction 
and therefore business stagnation. This in 
turn throws men out of employment and 
leads to widespread suffering. But what 
causes this maladjustment? One chief cause 
is the fact that in the distribution of the 
national income too much goes for produc- 
tion and too little for consumption. In other 
words, too Much goes to the entrepreneur 
and capitalist and too little to the laborers 
of the farms, the mines and factories. 

Thus a tremendous sum is accumulated 
by the privileged classes. They do not 
need their vast incomes for the necessities 
of life; Consequently much fresh capitai 
is available for productive instruments and 
capitalistic goods. They purchase securi- 
ties, build more factories and glut the mar- 
ket. This is true because too little of the 
national income has gone to the consuming 
public. The people have too little purchas- 
ing power, and what purchasing power they 
do have is soon consumed. Yet the engines 
of production continue grinding out new 
products Which are unable to find markets 
because of inadequ&te purchasing power 
on the part of the consuming public. We 
have the paradoxical situation: too much 
of everything and yet millions go cold and 
hungry. 

When the entrepfeneur can no longer 
sell at a profit he discharges his laborers, 
ceases to buy raw material, and closes his 
plant. Thus a period of depression and un- 
employment is precipitated, not” by the 
proper use of machines, but because in the 
distribution of the

That 
suggestion proves._to have been a 
rather lucky shot in the twilight 
of insufficient but impressive data, 
for “The Tragedies of Progréss’”’ 
proves to be one of the most com- 
prehensive and penetrating studies 
of our machine industrialism, the 
society it has created and the price 
it is costing us, that this reader 
has seen. Gina Lombroso Ferrero 
is the daughter of a powerful in- 
dependent thinker and also the 
wife of one. Both by inheritance 
and training hers is a mind such 
as few men in any generation and 
far fewer women ever reveal. 
Madame Ferrero considers’ the 
question: Is our machine indus- 
trialism worth the price we must 
pay for it? By way of arriving at 
an answer, she begins at the be- 
ginning of modern industrialism 
and follows its development to our 
day. Both in the wealth of ma- 
terial that she handles and in her 
philosophic grasp thereof, ‘her 
book stands out amid the ruck of 
contemporary discussions in the 
same field like a lighthouse in a 
swirling fog. The combination of 
typically feminine sympathy and 
typically masculine mentality that 
is to be felt in this study-very sel- 
dom happens; and for that very 
good reason, such a book as this 
very seldom happens.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Last 
night’s session of the D. A. R. cons 
vention, which had been devoted 
to denonucing “Reds,’”’. excoriating 
“pacifists,” extolling the army and 
navy, and waving the flag in the 
approved D. A. R. manner; came to 


amusing anti-cliimax “when Will 
Rogers, the comedian, appearing 
urfexpectedly, proceeded to poke 
barbed fun at virtually everything 
that had gone before, including. the 
addresses of Vice President Curtis 
and Secretary of Agriculture Hydé. 

Rogers, who had reached town 
during the afternoon, was in the 
radio room inspecting the broad- 
casting arrangements when his 
presence became known’ to the au- 
dience, and a general call went up 
for him to take the platform. Not 
at all reluctant, he proceeded to 
the stage, after decorating himself 
grotesquely with the red, white and 
blue sash which delegates wear. 

“I've been dlying around the 
world trying to find a country that 
is worse off then we are,” he be- 
gan. “I heard my fellow Indian, 
Vice President Curtis, was going 
to speak, so I dropped in here. He 
made a good speech—all about 
what we have got to fear ‘within 
and without.’ Well, we have been 
‘without’ for more than a year 
now, and we ought to know enough 
to fear that. 

Will’s War Record. 

“T enjoyed hearing the Secretary 
of Agriculture, too. It was the 
first time I ever met him. In fact, 
I didn’t know we had one before. 
But the old boy was sure funny. 
You've got to be funny to be Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. I know he 
had all his statistics right, because 
he got them right out cf the World 
Almanac. Secretary Hyde is a dirt 
farmer, and being one, he had to 
get a Cabinet job to keep up the 
barn on his place. 

“Well, it’s one of the proudest 
moments of my life to stand here 
before you women—with all your 
ancestry and one thing and dn- 
other. Of course, none of you 
know. anything about your ances- 
tors really—whether they were 
horse-thieves or not—but it is nice 
to have them, especially when the 
rest of us have to go without any. 

“I believe in a lot of the things 
you believe in. I believe in the 
Army and Navy. Yes, ma’am, I’m 
certainly with you old sisters there. 
Of course, I haven’t got any war 
record myself. I was taking care 
of the Follies girls during the war, 
saving them for the boys who were 
fighting, and-if any Army-Navy 
man didn’t get one when he came 
back it wasn’t my fault. 

“Speaking of Nicaragua, I have 
just come back from there. One 
time I had dinner with Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes, when he was Secre- 
tary of State, and he explained to 
me why he kept mixing up in 
things down there. It would take 
a Hughes to explain it. No smooth- 
shaven man could make it sound 
reasonable, Our Marines have 
been a Godsend since the earth- 
quake, but they ought to come 
home, We've got eur army and 
navy messing around everywhere 
in everybody else’s business. I 
guess we mean well, but I have 
talked to some of the leading men 
in a lot of these countries and 
they all agree that we ought to 
stay at home. If we are anxious 
to protect American life and prop- 
erty, we can keep pretty busy right 
here in the United States, 

“Take China, for instance. They 
don’t have much in the way of 
amusement. over there, so they 
start a civil war, but right away 
we hear of our marines horning in 
and busting up the game. We're 
in bad now in 15 different ‘coun- 
tries, and I think it’s time we quit 
mixing into their affairs. They 
think so, too. Let’s have a navy 
big enough to _ protect our two 
coasts,.and let ‘it go at that.”
